Corporation and the Amalgamated As- 
sociation, was generally observed in 
the Pittsburgh district this morning. 
The skilled workm who are under 
control of the uni led to put in 
an appearance, or ifyfhey did go to the 
mills, it was merely spectators, and 
with no intention of working. Early 
reports received at the general offices 
of the Amalgamated Association indi- 
cated that the strike order was being 
observed at all mills of the tin-plate, 
sheet and hoop c 

President Shaffer is confident that 
the association will make such a strong 
showing in this preliminary suspen- 
sion of work that a general strike of 
all the mills of the United States Steet 
Corporation will not be neceSSary. 
This strike resembies the historical 
Homestead strike in 1892, in that it 
is not a question of wages, but of 
recognition of the Amalgamated As- 
sociation. The association insists upon 
unionizing all the plants of the three 
companies in question. The mant- 
facturers refuse to grant this demand, 
and say that the individual 2 
with workmen which are in.

The men have 
joined the Amalgamated Association, 
and this morning not one of the work- 
men, save four or five Hungarians and 
six\boys, showed up. It is estimated 
that between 700 and 800 men are out. 
The Hungarians were hauling away 
finished material and the boys were 
working in the machine shops, the 
only department in the mill where a 
wheel was turning. The strikers were 
keeping away from the plant.

Shaf- 
fer tm thus earty forcing the fighting 
and carrying it into the enemy's camp 
was looked upon as evidence that the 
strike will be one of the most spirtted 
of Pittsburgh's history. President 
Shaffer declared that not a wheel 
would turn in either of the works until 
the strike was settled. He said that 
the Painter plant was pivotal with re- 
spect to the other non-union plants of 
the Steel Hoop Company, and that the 
men elsewhere had promised, if that 
plant would join the strike movement, 
there would be no trouble in organizing 
the remainder of the plants. He said 
that there was no question that the 
men would respond, as they have been 
anxious to join the general movement, 
and were held in check and kept at

President Shaffer said that the move- 
ment would not be applied to the plants 
not now recognized by the combine as 
under the control of the association. 
He looked for a general response to 
his strike order, as the men have been 
awaiting just such a command since 
July 1. He declared that the men were 
prepared to fight it ouß on the original 
lines “until doomsday.” 

In certain circles a quiet interest is 
manifested in the effect thy strike may 
have upon the Carnegie industries, es- 
pecially the steel mills at Homestead. 
These mills are generally supposed to 
be non-union, but there have been recent 
visits of Amalgamated officials to 
Homestead that at this time are same- 
what suggestive. Many a hint has 
‘been thrown out by Amalgamated men 
within the past few days that when the 
assotiation felt the need of showing 
its strength, the steel combine folks 
would be amazed. Aside ffom any in- 
terest the Amalgamated people may 
have in Homestead, it may be possible 
that the American Federation of Labor 
has intrenched itself there. 

Should the strike be prolonged, many 
interests would be sure to suffer. The 
strikers could probably take good care 
of themselves. Work is plentiful on all 
sides, and besides the Amalgamated 
Association has a strike fund in the 
bank which is said to amount to be- 


roads would be among the greatest suf- 
ferers, as a long strike would greatly 
decrease the shipment of mill products.

SEVENTY-FOUR THOUSAND. 
EXTENT OF THE STRIKE. 

{BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.) 

PITTSBURGH, July 15.—Reports re- 
ceived from all sources connected with 
the strike of the steel workers today 
indicate that the members of the Amal- 
gZamated Association have matters well 
in hand, and that the strike order was 
generally obeyed. Telegrams froin va- 
rious points where the milis of the 
American Tin Plate Company, the 
American Steel Hoop Company and 
the American Sheet Steel Company are 
located, tell of the shutting down of 
these plants in large numbers. In 
many cases the plants had been shut 
down by the first strike order which 
affected the sheet steel and the hoop 
steel companies only. The last order 
brought out all union plants of the 
American Tim Plate Company, with the 
single exception of the new mill in 
Monessen, Which is still running. At the 
Amaigamateg Association headquar- 
ters it is stated that the figures given 
out Saturday might regarding the num- 
ber of men who would be actually idle 
in the mills of the three companies 
have proved correct. This number was 


placed at 74, 
Of the 74; men idle, 2500 are in 
Pittsburgh, in Ailegheny, and 1500

Carnegie, Pa.—No attempt was made 
to start work at the Chartier Steel 
Works in Carnegie today, as the mill 
is weli organized, about two hundred 
of the employés belonging to the Amal- 
gamated Association. 

Scottdale, Pa. All departments of 
the Scottdale and Old Meadow Rolling 
Mill, are running full today.. The offi- 
clals here have Wttle fear that the 


that considerably more half of 
the 12,000 employees of the Cambria 
Steel Company in this city are mem- 
bers of the Amalgameted Association. 
The Cambria milis are non-union, and 
it was believed until today that they 
would not be affected by the strike. 
Prominent Seel workers here say, 
however, that if President Shaffer calls 
on the men here to go out, the entire 
plant of the Cambria company will be 
tied up. 

McKeesport, Pa.—There was no ex- 
citement in McKeesport today on gc- 
count of the strike. The Deweese- 
Wood, and the United States tin plants 
are idle, and no attempt was made to 
resume work at either plant during 
the day. The men are booting for an 
early settlement. 

In addition to the very n and 
in some instances rather unexpected 
compliance with the strike order, the 
Amalgamated Association tonight has 
added two more mills to its list, both 
of which were claimed by the com- 
panies to be beyond the reach of the 
organization. When the William Clark 
Sons Company mill at Thirty-fifth 
street, which operated all day, non- 
union men, came to shift turns tonight, 
none of the skilled men reported for 
auty, and the plent had to close down. 

Later, the following was received 
concerning another mill considered by 
the manufacturers to be exception- 
ally loyal: 

“MONESSEN (Fa.) 15.—The 
Steel Hoop plant is closed. and has 
been organized by district delegates of 
the Amalgamated Association. The 
delegates arrived in town this morn- 
ing, and went to work immediately. 
By 3 o'clock this afternoon they had 
all the local men in the association, and 
left this evening for Pittsburgh, after 
advising the men to stand firm. The 
men held a meeting tonight to elect 
officers and name their lodge.“ 

The conquest of these two plants is 
considered by the association people 
as an instance of their strength, and 
an indication that President Shaffer's 
assertion that such results would fol- 
low the strike order was not all bluff. 

TO NON-UNIONIZE WORKS.

CLEVELAND (0.) July 15.—The 
Leader tomorrow ‘will say: 

“A discussion yesterday of the pre- 
vailing strike of the Amalgamated As- 
sociation of Iron and Steel Workers 
brought out the statement that it is due 
directly to an effort of the manage- 
ment of the Carnegie Steel Company to 
run its plant half union and half non- 
union for the coming year, after which 
it was their intention to make all the 
mills non-union, including those which 
have recently been 
weeks ago it became known that the 
Carnegie comnrany intended, July 1, to 
absorb the National Steel Company and 
the American Steel Hoop Company. 
The Carnegie mills have not employed 
union labor since 1892, at the time of 
the big strike, while the two mills ab- 

have always employed union 
labor. 

“The original intention was to keep 
the fact of this absorption quiet until 
after the officers had signed the Amal- 
gamated scale and then let the Carne- 
gie company carry out the contracts 
with the workmen for the first year. 
At the end of the year it was to be de- 
termined whether the entire list of mills 
controlled by the Carnegie company 
should employ union labor, or whether

Dr. Koenig Honored by an Eminent 

Medical College in Paris — Formerly 

Lived in California.

PARIS, July 15.—{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.) The French Academie de Medl- 
cine has just paid an American doctor 
the greatest compliment in its power. 

Dr. C. J. Koenig, formerly of San 
Francisco, who has become widely 
known as a specialist in throat and 
nose diseases in Paris, has been asked 
to communicate to the academy at to- 
morrow's session details of his double 
discovery of a new kind of sore throat 
and the microbe that produces it. 
The bacillus found on a tonsil, which 
was ulcerated, was immobile, differing 
from all other baccili in cultural pro- 
perties ana susceptable to colorations 
by eniline dyes.

OCAL CASING THIEF 
ROBS ANOTHER VICTIM. 


STEALS PIPE FROM CONGRESS 
PLANT IN WEST END.

Plunder Found in the Local Wrecking 
Headquarters — Kern Niver's Production 
and Shipments Keeping Up—No Call 
on Local Board. 


There is another victim of the local 
casing thief, and like others who have 
recently passed through the same ex- 
perience, the injured party is wonder- 
ing how it happened. 

The Congress Oil and Pipe Line Com- 
pany of the southwest extension is 
the latest sufferer. Not long ago %50 
feet of 4%-inch casing was taken from 
its plant, and although no trace of the 
thief has yet been found, the company 
believes it has discovered where he 
disposed of his plunder. | 

Early one morning, 60 the story 
goes, there drove up. the Congress 
plant a man who represented himself 
to be a hauler for the Rex Crude Com- 
pany. He informed the man in charge 
of the Congress plant that he had 


been instructed to remove all the 
small casing to a lot in the home 
field. 


With the assistance of the man em- 
ployed by the Congress company he 
loaded the casing, 350 feet in all, and 
departed. 

When the theft was discovered ef- 
forts were at once made to find the 
thief, who is described as a middie- 
aged man of good address. He drove 
a team of grays to a light wagon. So 
far the right man has not been found, 
but officers of the company think they 
have located the stolen. casing at the 
headquarters of a local wrecking con- 
cern, and the matter is now being 
sifted to the bottom. 

It is stated the wrecking company 


casing very cheap ma man who 
delivered the pipe and then disap- 
peared. The casing, which was almost 
new, was valued at 35 cents a foot, 
but was purchased by the local firm 

This is the second large steal brought 
to the attention of the authorities, and 
is evidence that a systematic robbery 
has been carried on in the local terri- 
tory. 

MUCH OIL BEING SHIPPED. 

“Drilling, it is true, has fallen off 
considerably in our field,’ remarked a 
Kern River oil man yesterday, “but I 
tell you we are pumping just the same, 
and it isn't to fill our storage tanks, 
either.“ 

Large quantities of -oil are being 
shipped daily from the field, according 
to the best of authority, and if any- 
thing the output is increasing. 

From the Monte Cristo wells, sixteen 
in number, 11,000 barrels are said to 
have been shipped during the week 
ending Friday, and there was plenty 
more on hand. 

As an evidence that there is some- 
thing doing in the northern oll fields, 
the Echo calls attention to the fact 
that the Santa Fé alone shipped over. 
its line 643 cars of oil during the month 
of June. The number, it is said, would 
ave been much higher, but one of the 
largest consumers that draws its sup- 
ply from that fleld was tank full before 
the close of the month. As a result 
the shipments during the last week 
were light. Many cars were shipped 
over the Southern Pacific, but the ex- 
act number has not been given out. 

Consumption is said to be increasing, 
especially at San Francisco and Oak- 
land. In the latter place, according 
to the Enquirer 1750 of the new oil 
burners have been attached to kitchen 
ranges. An estimate of the amount of 
oil consumed by an ordinary burner 
under average conditions is a quart an 
hour. As about five quarts are used 
daily, and the oil costs 6 cents a gallon, 
the cost of running the stove one 
month is in the neighborhood of $2.45.

Never in the City’s History Have the 
Employers of Labor Been So Well 


Organized as Now—Cooks and Waiters 
Anger Restaurant Keepers.

SAN FRANCISCO, July 15.—{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] Six thousand striking 
machinists in this city, who have been 
out of work since May 23, have a good 
prospect of starving or seeking other 
fields of work. Their representatives 
today made strong efforts to secure ar- 
bitration on some of the main points, 
but the chairman of the Metal Trades 
Association refused flatly to entertain 
their proposals. McCabe of the Ma- 
chinists’ Union demanded a nine-hour 
day and the old pay. Chairman Tay- 
lor and Henry T. Scott of the Metal 
Trades Association rejected the de- 
mand. 

A strong appeal was made today by 
McCabe to the various unions for more 
generous contributions to the strike 
fund. It costs £200,000 a week to sup- 
port the strikers, and only a small 
part of this sum is now turned in at 
regular assessments from the unions. | 
McCabe asks these unions to turn over 
their surplus funds to help the iron 
strikers, but it is very doubtful 
whether this will be done, as most of 
the other unions admit that the ma- 
chinists have lost their strike. The 
Risdon Iron Works are running with 
about one-third of the usual force. 
These men are boarded and lodged on 
the premises, and a high stockade 
about the works prevents the strikers 
from interfering with them. The Union 
Iron Works could be run in the same 
way if the Scotts cared to do it, 

Never before in the history of San 
Francisco have the employers of labor 
been organized so well as now. The 
iron trades have a large fund, which 
will be used to help the small con- 
cerns. The big plants will stay shut 
down all the year if necessary, rather 
than agree to unionize their plants. 

The Retail Butchers’ and the Cooks’ 
and Waiters’ unions have lost their 
strike. The restaurant keepers would 
probably have made terms with the 
strikers,. but the latter, in a formal 
resolution by the union, slandered the 
women in the restaurants by declaring 
that these non-union places were the 
recruiting ground for fallen women. 
This so angered the restaurant keep- 
ers that they determined to ignore the 
strikers.

Under the pro- 
visions of the act of 1891, where the 
affidavit is filed, the owner, in a con- 
troversy, may introduce it in evidence, 
and without further proof he has a 
prima-facie case as to the performance 
of labor. Where he fails to file such 
an affidavit, he must then prove by 
witnesses that the labor has been per- 
formed: and this is the only incon- 
venience to which he ts subjected in 
the event of a relocation of his prop- 
erty by another. But a failure to file 
the affidavit does not subject the prop- 
erty to relocation, and does not in any 
manner affect the thle of the original 
locator. The Uni States Statute, 
section 2324, provides that 3100 worth 
of labor shall be perform or im- 
rovements made each year. Where 
me owner of a claim complies with 
this law, he cannot be disturbed in his 
ownership or possession. The law eof 
1891 has not been repealed, and should 
not be, as it was passed for the pro- 
tection of locators, and gives them the 
right to do a thing very simple in its 
character, which in case of the death 
or departure of those who actually 
performed the labor on the claim, may 
prove of great value to him. The act 
of 1891 does provide that upon the 
failure of any claimant or mine owner 
to comply with the conditions of the 
act in the performance of labor or 
making any improvements upon any 
claim, mine or mining claim, the claim 
or mine, upon which such failure oc- 
curred, shall be open to relocation in 
the same manner as if no location of 
the same had ever been made.

POPULATION AND SUBSISTENCE. 
The problem is one not merely of 
numbers, but of numbers in relation to 
subsistence. Therefore, when it is dis- 
cussed solely with reference to popula- 
tion the process is decidedly one-sided.

one can soon be given a very satisfac- 
tory scare; but that is not the way the 
world actually goes on. The economic 
principle —4— this question is 
easy of comprehension; it is the ten- 
dency of population to increase faster 
than subsistence; but acting directly 
against this tendency is the counteract- 
ing force of the check preventing new 
births by forethought and prudence, 
or the check upon increasing numbers 
by disease, famine, ignorance, vice and 
crime.

POPULATION IN NEW COUNTRIES. 
From time to time as new lands are 
opened or new processes extend the 
power of man over nature, population 
responds to the new opportunities. 
That is, the causes of growth are con- 
stantly changing. A young country 
will show an astonishing excess of 
births over deaths, besides the large 
immigration; but when it passes from 
an agricultural to a manufacturing 
stage, rate of increase is greatly 
changed. No country will always 
maintain in the future the rate of 
growth it had when being first settled. 
In short, the ability to maintain an in- 
creased population is a necessary prece- 
dent to such increase. Inhabitants do 
not grow in numbers quite independent 
of economic support any more than 
ships multiply without water on which 
to sail. Open up vast areas of new 
land, exploit the resources of field and 
mine and the bid for population to 
seize upon there opportunities brings 
the inevitable response. If these op- 
portunities are absent, there is no 
stimulus to increase numbers. Hence, 
the growth of population is an expres- 
sion at any time of the economic condi- 
tions of a country.

LATION. 


The comparative growth of 
tion in the leading countries of the 
world during the nineteenth century is 
graphically given in the following dia- 
gram. But there is no reason to sup- 
pose that the ratio of increase which 
causes the line of the United States 
to soar above the others will continue 
unchanged. 

Even a comparison of the numbers 
of population with land area gives no 
evidence to speak of about the condi- 
tions of subsistence and comfort. For 
reasons already given, a very large 
population, if highly efficient, may ob- 
tain much from a relatively small area 
of land. Moreover, the figures for a 
large continent conceal the facts of 
local and individual condition.

The given fig- 
ures of density at any time and place 
are simple statements of how the eco- 
nomic conditions and the tendencies 
(and checks) of population have in fact 
adjusted themselves. It goes without 
saying, then, that new economic condi- 
tions will bring about a different ad- 
justment of numbers to nature. This 
very simple reasoning will allow us to 
examine, for instance, the worth of 
such attempts as have been recently 
made (see again the Cosmopolitan, July 
1901, p. 334) to contrast the growth 
the Teutonic and the Latin stock. It 
is stated that, while, in 1900, there are 
171,000,000 Teutons to 90,000,000 Latins, 
in the year 2000 there will be 671,000,000 
Teutons to 149,000,000 Latins. 

This result is based on the figures 
for the growth between 1800 and 1900 
of the United States, the United King- 
dom and Germany, as contrasted with 
France, Italy and Spain. The single 
ease of the United States vitiates the 
wuole comparison; because she offered 
almost untouched resources to encour- 
age population, and thus vastly magni- 
fled the rates of increase for special 
causes, while the Latin States were 
old and already well populated. As 
soon as the Teutons get a high * 
of population they will not any 
faster than the Latins, in pte os 
bility. The Teutons have increased rap- 
idly for institutional reasons which will 
be later discussed under “Colonization.” 
The mistake in statistically building up 


is in assuming that population increases 
without regard to the economic means 
by which such numbers can be provided 
for. Such calculations, at the best, show 
simply what increase population is 
potentially capable of, if there were 
unaltered conditions like those of the 
past; but they are wholly futile be- 
cause no one can anticipate the eco-

An is not serene in the Barbers’ 
Union. The recent rise of prices to 
the uniform rate of 15 cents for a 


is practically freezing some of the 
little fellows out of business. 

The union rates are the same as 
were charged by the first-class shops 
before the barbers’ trust was organ- 
ized, but since cheap shaves and hair- 
cuts have been abolished, the men who 
formerly patronized the cheap places 
are now going where they get the 
most for their money. They argue 
that since the cost is just the same, 
they might as well enjoy all the luxu- 
ries, such as compressed air, plate- 
giass mirrors and upholstered mahog- 
— which the small shops do not at- 


The cheap barber shops under the 
new arrangements are faring just the 
same as if the 10 and 15-cent restau- 
rants were te enter a combine with the 
swell cafés to raise the price of meals 
to the uniform price of 50 cents or $1. 
It can readily be seen that a hungry 
man would under such circumstances 
patronize the swell places to the ex- 
clusion of the joints. 

The small barbers who joined the 
trust are beginning to see that there 
is just as m ch difference in the qual- 
ity of the service in barber shops as 
in restaurants, and that the price has 
a whole lot to do with determining 
| where a man shall get his chin 
or feed his face. 

There are still several barber shops 
that continue to do business at the 
old rates, but most of these have 
taken down their 10-cent signs, 80 
as to avold being pestered and bullied 
by unfon emissaries. 
One old man who runs a humble 
tonsorial establishment on East Sev- 
enth street refused to join the union. 
A few days ago he was waited 1 
17 a committee who informed him 
if he did not remove the 10-cent sign 
from his window, he would find the 
window smashed some morning, and he 
‘would never know who did it. The 
window has not yet been smashed, but 
the sign is still there, and the old bar- 
ber is on the lookout for the would- 
be smashers. Should they appear it is 
likely there will be trouble. 

On Sixth street, near Broadwd, is 
a barber shop run by young women. 
They have to raise their 
prices to the Union scale, or to close 
at 7 o'clock in the . It is re- 

rted that they averag $20 apiece

HARLES NORDHOFF. 

To Charles Nordhoff, who passed 
away in San Francisco on Sunday, is, 
undoubtedly, largely due the prosper- 
ity which Southern California today 
enjoys. Not that he himself took any 
prominent part in the active develop. 
ment of this section. His part was 
that of the pathfinder, who shows the 
road for others to follow. 

Nordhoff might justly have claimed 
to be the original boomer of the South- 
ern California of today. The scries of 
interesting letters, descriptive of ¢his 
section and its resources, written by 
him to the New York Herald, of which 
he was a special correspondent, and 
published somewhat more than twenty- 
five years ago in book form, have un- 
doubtedly been the means of drawing 
many thousands of persons to this 
section, not only ffom various parts of 
the United States, but also from Eu- 
rope. If all those residing in Califor- 
nia who were induced to come hither 
through a perusal of Nordhoff’s book 
were brought together it would make 
a goodly company. 

It has been claimed by some that 
the descriptions given by Nor‘thoff of 


since the beginning of the | 
present year, in several parts of the | 
country, there is scarcely a question

the profits of horticulture in Southern 
California were exaggerated. It should. 
however, be remembered that at the 
time when he wrote, the Wolfskill or- 
ange grove, on the site of the Arcade 
depot, in this city, was about the only 
important bearing grove of citrus-fruit 
trees in Southern California.

It is a somewhat curious fact that 
the two places in Southern California 
which seemed to have most impressed 
the late writer have not yet amounted 
to much, in a material way. Nordhoff, 


after him, is a beautiful and aftract- 
ive health resort, but nothing more, 
and San Juan Capistrano, whiqh he 
considered the most beautiful place in 
Southern California, shows little 
change from. the days when the Indian 
neophytes gathered to worship in the 
old mission. 

The work that Nordhoff commenced 
has since been taken up, on a vastly 
larger scale, by the press and by pub- 
lic bodies of Southern California. 
When Nordhoff wrote, there were no 
such agencies at work, and Southern 
California was almost a terra incog. 
nita. Let us give his memory the 
credit which is due to the pioneer 
boomer of the new Southwest. 


8 FEVER AND MOSQUITOES. 

Medical and scientific journals are 
discussing with much interest the 
transmission of yellow-fever germs by 
mosquitoes. The fact that these pests 
are the principal medium by which 
this disease is transmitted is pretty 
well established by experiments which 
have been made during the past few 
months. An article in the Poputar 
Science Monthly for July, by Surgeon- 
General George M. Sternberg, is of es- 
pecial interest and importance in this 
connection. Surgeon-General Stern- 
berg tells how experiments carried out 
under his direction at Havana have 
demonstrated to his own satisfaction 
that yellow fever is transmitted by 
mosquitoes. The knowledge which has 
been acquired on the subject, he de- 
clares, has made possible the exter- 
mination of the disease. This is good 
news, indeed. So positive a statement 
from so high an authority sets at rest 
any suspicion which might be enter- 
tained that the “mosquito theory” is 
not well founded in facts. 

The experiments conducted by Sur- 
geon-General Sternberg are interesting 
and seemingly conclnsive. Many sol- 
diers, army surgeons and others. al- 
lowed themselves to be bitten by mos- 
quitoes known to be contaminated 
with yellow-fever germs. Others vol- 
untarily allowed themselves to be 
brought into close contact with in- 
fected clothes. In one case, six out of 
seven persons bitten by mosquitoes 
contracted the disease, and in all the 
experiments the percentage of those 
who were inoculated was very high. 
On the. other hand, it was found im- 
possible to communicate the disease 
by means of clothing, bedding, and the 
like. 

The spectacle of American army sur- 
geons and soldiers voluntarily sub- 
mitting to be inoculated with yellow- 
fever germs in the interest of medical 
science is no less an example of hero- 
ism than that of men who face death 
in battle. It is something that will 
add luster to the American name, and 
will make it respected throughout the 
world: and none the less so because tt

PACIFIC CABLE PROGRESS. 
English Official Says the New Line 


Will Be Completed by the End of 


Next Year. 
{BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.} 

LONDON, July 15.—{By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] In the House of Commons to- 
day, J. Muston Chamberiain, Finan- 
cial Secretary of the Treasury, in de- 
tailing the progress of the Pacific ca- 
ble, said that several sectional cable 
houses already had been constructed 
and sent out, and were being erected 
at the various places.

tional Convention Offers a Resolution 


Providing for Punishment of Offenders.

RICHMOND (Va.) July 15.—The 
Constitutional Convention of Virginia 
was in session but twenty-one min- 
utes today. e most important reso- 
lution introduced was that bv Mr. 
Pedigo (Rep.) of Henry county, which 
aims to prevent lynching. 

It provides that the Governor shall 
offer a reward of $500 for the arrest 
and conviction of every person who

NO SHORT TERMS WANTED. 

Neither the Los Angeles Rallway 
Company nor the Traction Company 
cares for any street-car franchises that 
run for less than forty years.

The principal witness yesterday was 
Mrs. Sophia D. Griswold, the mother, 
who is 72 years old, and in poor health. 
Mrs. Griswold thinks her daughter, 
May, has not acted rationally for 
many months, and blames her for be- 
ginning a damage suit against her 
only son. She denies that he was 
guilty of malicious arrest; that he was 
ever unkind to her; that he begrudges 
her the necessaries of life, or that he 
has any designs against his sister 
May or any other members of the fam- 
ily. On the other hand, she said her 
daughter was a Spiritualist and an 
habitué of the planchette. In the sum- 
mer of 1899, she said, she struck her 
brother in the face with her clinched 
fist without provocation and dftew 
blood, yet he did not resent it physi- 
eally. She related other unusual ac- 
tions of a petty. nature, saying that 
Miss May once uselessly chopped a 
pear tree down in the yard that was 
highly prized, also a morning- glory. 
besides hiding the mother’s epectacles 
and her sister's clothes, by way of 
vengeance when wishes were thwarted. 

Mrs. Griswold thought the son did 
right in the Fharges preferred against 
the daughter. .

GROCERS SAY WHEWI“T | 
AT THE SUGAR SLUMP. 


HIS week the big sugar factories 
near Los Angeles will begin slicing 
beets, and in a short time will be 


turning out sugar in a dozen forms. 


It is estimated that the Alamitos fac- 
tory will produce during the campaign 
6,000,000 to 10,000,900 pounds of sugar. 
The Oxnard-Chino output is estimated 
at not less than 15,000,000 pounds. These 
21,000,009 to 25,000,000 pounds of the va- 
rious grades of sugar will be enough to 
supply the whole of this territory for a 
year. The Oxnard-Chino factories have 
until very recently been in combination 
with the Western Sugar Refining Com- 
pany, the Spreckels interests. But now 
these are separated and each interest 
has its local agent. No one om the out- 
side, of course, is informed as to the 
reasons for this change. 

THE THEREFORE OF IT. 

But it is surmised that this may lie at 
the bottom of the radical and unex- 
pected cut which has taken place in 
the prices of sugars in Los les. 
Last Friday these prices were uced 
10 cents per 100 pounds, and the mer- 
chants, large and small, were sur- 
prised. Saturday another cut of 10 
cents per 100 pounds was announced, 
and the grocers all looked hard at the 
announcement. 

THE WORST YET. 

But they forgot these little taps yes-

terday when a biff took the grocers 
between the eyes and the prices 
plunged down 30 points at one swoop. 
It is seldom that sugars drop 50 cents 
per 100 pounds, or one-half cent per 
pound, in three days, and every one 
interested was asking why it comes 
just now, when the fruit canning sea- 
son is at its height, and prices usually 
stiffen instead of weaken. 

The most rational explanation is 
that the local product will be enough 
to supply the market. It will have the 
advantage of freight rates over other 
sugars, and these outside refineries are 
Seeking to sell all they can by this 
radical cut before the product of the 
local factories is ready to put on the 
market. :

“The Los Angeles Lighting Company 
knows it is up against a real com- 
petitor this time,” sad S. A. Carver of 
the new gas company yesterday.

“The Equitable Gas and Electric 
Company is a perfectly legitimat> 
business enterprise and we can live up 
to our contracts,“ continued Mr. Car- 
ver. The financial backing of the 
company for all our operations has al- 
ready been provided and there are 
enough moneyed men behind it to 
carry it through.” 

Assistant General Manager Corlette 
of the Los Angeles company said: It 
is a misrepresentation to claim that 
the gas which the Equitable say they 
will rnish at $1 is the equivalent of 
our $1.25 gas. In one case the ho 
holder has to furnish everything, in- 
cluding house and service piping, while 
we furnish that when we charge 31.25. 
The cost of putting in service pipe is 
about $16 ana the difference in cost o: 
gas to the consumer at 25 cents less 
amounts to about 75 cents ie month. At 
this rate it would take Over twenty 
months to make good the additional 
expenditure. We have been putting in 
house and service connections free for 
some years, and of course all that pipe 
belongs to us and rot to the consumer, 
and would be taken out when our gas 
is shut off. The @roposition which the 
new company makes at 31.15 per 
thousand is more nearly the equivaient 
of our present $1.25 gas. 

“We have made every effort to sup- 
ply gas all over the city, but Los Ange- 
les has grown 80 rapidly and the con- 
sumption has increased to such an ex- 
tent that we cannot be blamed for not 
getting connections in faster. At pr s- 
ent we have sixty men at work all the 
time and there is no such thing as a 
grinding, unfeeling monopoly. The 
competition of the East Side Lighting 
Company had nothing whatever to do 
with our putting in gas over there. As 
toon cs we knew there was a market 
and a demand we put in pipes.“
